Pact creates 'peace climate' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


agreement ever reached by the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union has elated the Nixon ad- 
mintstration. but the pact's fu- 
ture remains clouded by con- 
gressional concern for Russian 
Jews. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers said the trade agree- 
ment along with settlement of 
the Russian World War II 
Lend-Lease debt signed Wed- 
nesday "creates a climate for 
peace" in the world. 


As described by Secretary of 


Commerce Peter G. Peterson 
following the signing ceremony, 
the trade agreement would lead 
to $15 billion in trade by the 
end of its three-year life, a fig- 


ure triple the current total. 


This would be a ccomplished 


by:—Removal of discriminatory 
American tariffs on Soviet ex- 
ports by the granting of most- 
favored-nation status to Russia. 


—Allowing 
Export-Import 


Rank credit* to the Soviets for 
use in purchasing such Ameri- 
can products as machinery, ag- 
ricultural 
goods, industrial 


products and consumer items. 


-Establishment of an arbi- 


tration system supervised by 
third nations to settle com- 
mercial disputes. 


—The avoidance of the ship- 


ments of goods that would 
"cause, threaten or contribute 
to disruption" of the other 
country's domestic market. 


-Establishment of business 


and commercial facilities in 
Moscow and Washington, in- 
chiding construction of a large 
trade center in the Soviet capi- 
tal. 


In addition, the separate 


Lend-Lease sgrccmtint sets the 
final payoff of the Soviet's orig- 


inal Ill-billion aid debt at 1722 
million, including interest. 


While all this was described 


by Rogers as "a natural fol- 
low on" to the Moscow summit 
that does not "carry economic 
implications only," the admin- 
istration indicated it was not 
ready to face up to at least one 


political implication of the 
agreements. 


Although both aidas are oper- 


ating as if the agreement to air 
ready final, it doesn't become 
truly effective until the meaUa- 
vored-nation status is formally 
granted, and that tatea con- 
gressional approval.

cans were reported killed in the 
Vietnam war last week, five 
were missing and four were 
wounded, the U.S. Command 
reported today. For the first 
time in seven years of weekly 
casualty reports, no deaths 
from nonhostile causes were 
listed. 


The combat death toll was 


down sharply from the previous 
week, when 19 men were killed 


. in an explosion aboard the 


cruiser Newport News. But last 
week's casualties were in line 
with the totals in recent 
months. 


South Vietnamese rasualtifs 


were the highest in seven 
weeks: 570 killed, 2,421 
wounded and 110 missing. The 
South Vietnamese command 
claimed 1,722 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong killed, 321 less 
than the week before.

Climer blasts special interests 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Jerry 


Climer, Republican candidate 
for secretary of state, said 
Wednesday night special inter- 
est groups were bu»> "in the 
secretary of state's office."

Little Rock Jaycees, Climer 
said if he is elected he would 
not allow favortism in the 
awarding cf state printing con- 
tracts, which he said would 
save the taxpayers money.

Kelly Bryant. "These Little 
Hock printing firms know they 
will remain in the driver's seat 


at the expense of the taxpayers 
of (the) state," Climer said. 


"Look at the representatives 


of this special interest who 
came to Kelly Bryant's office 
last Friday when he needed 
help to cover up the fact he will 
not release to the public 
analysis sheets for Contract 
27," Climer said. 


He identified the four in 


Bryant's office as C. Armitage 
Harper, president of Den.ocrat 
Lithographing and Printing Co., 
whose firm received "the lucr- 
ative Contract 27 despite the 
face they probably were not 
low bidders;" John Wells of 
General Printing Co.; H. J. Sut- 
ton of Standard Register, and 
F. W. Canaday of Rhodes Pa- 
per Co. 


The GOP candidate went to 


Bryant's office Friday in an ef- 
fort to get a copy of Bryant's 
analysis sheet on Contract 27, 
but he was unsuccessful. 


He said the role of the four 


men in Bryant's office "seemed 
to be —assistant secretaries oi 
state." 


"They were present to an- 


swer all the questions about 
printing that Kelly Bryant 
could not answer," Climer said. 
"I find it appalling that these 
special interests are so in- 
fluential over Kelly Bryant. I 
believe that is the cause of the 
high cost of printing con- 
tracts."

twice in 1972, but none ever got 
through the House. 


A watered-down version of a 


proposal by Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield to fix a 
time for U.S. withdrawal from 
Vietnam did go to the White 
House last year but Nixon an- 
nounced he would Ignore it. 


Congress ratified the arms- 


limitation agreaments worked 
out by the President with the 
Soviet Union. 


Despite many objections, 


members generally approved 
funds for new weapons projects 
Nixon said were necessary de- 
spite the agreements. 


It was in the domestic field 


that Congress balked at several 
key Nixon proposals, and tried 
to enact others he rejected. He 
vetoed some, including a broad 
new child-development pro- 
gram. 


In the 1971 session, Congress 


did give the President the eco- 
nomic and tax legislation he 
said he needed to control and 
stimulate business. 


Among 
the 
major 
bills 


cleared in this yesrli session: 


—Aconstitutionalamendment 


barring discrimination on the 
basis of sex. Awaiting ratifica- 
tion by two-thires of the states. 


-An It-billion, 2tper-cent in- 


crease in Social Security bene- 
fits for 20 million Americans, 
together with the taxes to pay 
for it. This measure slso pro- 
vides automatic future in- 
creases tied to the costof living 


index. 
-A$l«. J-Mll»on higher-educa- 


tion bin establishing a program 
of general federal financial aid 
for all colleges and universities 
and a system of bask grants 
for all needy college students. 
This bill also would hold up all 
school busing orders until Dec. 
31,1973, until all court appeals 
are exhausted. 


-A 90-billion Social Security- 


welfare bill increasing benefits 
for widows, sll male Social Se- 
curity recipients, the disabled, 
persons who work after reach- 
ing retirement age, and other 
groups. 


These were important meas- 


ures passed in 1971: 


-A lld.O-billton tsx cut for 


individuals and business. At- 
tached to this was a plant' of 
government financing of presi- 
dential campaigns which takes 
effect in 1972. 


-Legislation authorising the 


President to control wages, 
prices and rents through April 
30,1973. 


—Aconstitutionalamendment 


lowering the voting age to 10. 
Ratified by the states. 


—A I2504nillion loan guaran- 


tee for Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 


—A requirement that all 


needy school children be given 
a free or reduced-price lunch. 


-A 10-per-cent Social Secur- 


ity increase plus higher taxes 
to pay for it. 


—A two-year extension of the 


military draft. 


These were among major 


proposals rejected or not acted 
on by the 92nd: 


—Nixon's plan to reform the 


welfare program for families 
by establishing a guaranteed 
annual $2,400 income for a fam- 
ily of four, providing aid for the 
first time for the working poor, 
and tightening work require- 
ments. Passed the House, re- 
jected by the Senate. 


-A bill to impose strict lim- 


its on school-busing orders and 
to reopen previous cases under 
the new guidelines. Passed the 
House, failed in the Senate.

Cleaning, drying and pressing 


— flowers — can spread some 
summer into your winter. 


Autumn is the time to pick 


and preserve flowers, and the 
way to preserve a blossom's 
shape and color is by drying it. 


Some flowers are dried best 


by hanging them. These include 
bittersweet, statice, yarrow, 
hydrangea, salvia and cocks- 
comb, also known as celosia. 
Just before they reach their 
prime, pick them and strip off 
the leaves. Small flowers may 
be tied into small bunches and 
hung heads downward. But 
don't let the heads touch. Keep 
them in a dry, dimly lit place 
for two to four weeks. Larger 
flowers dry better hung singly. 


The drying mixture method 


is recommended for foxglove, 
snapdragons, petunias, lilies, 
gladioli, delphinium, pansies. 
strawflowers and coral bells. 


Again, harvest flowers be- 


fore they are full-blown and put 
them into a box containing 
about an inch of silica gel or 
borax. In the box, the flowers 
should be covered by sprinkling 
drying mixture on them. Then 
store in boxes in cool, dark 
place for two weeks They re 
ready when the petals feel 
crisp. 


It will nelp preserve foliage if 


you crush or split the ends of 
the steins and stand the plants 
in a three to five inch solution of 
glycerin (two thirds/ and water 
i one third). Soon beads of mois- 
ture will appear, an indication 
the foliage is ready to use. They 
should last a long time 


PRESSING 


Flowers and many roadside 


weeds are suitable for pressing. 
Michigan State University's 
horticulture specialist. J Lee 
Taylor, recommends using 


flowers such as paasies or vio- 
las that already are quite flat. 
Single geranium flowers also 
are good. 


Flowers should be placed be- 


tween sheets of newspaper, 
open in a natural position. Some 
times you will have trouble ar- 
ranging them properly when 
you first insert them between 
sheets, but a few hours later, 
whea the flowers have become 
limp and a bit flatteaed, petals 
may be rearranged. 


The folded aewspaper may be 


placed in a book or between 
magazines in a warm dry place. 
Apply more pressure by placing 
more books or magasiaes on 
top. 


Change the newspapers oace 


or twice a week. Dryiag will 
take about a week. la humid 
weather, change the news- 
papers daily, since this re- 
moves moisture from the flow- 
ers quickly, discourages mold- 
ing and helps preserve colors 
Blotters on either side of the 
newspaper makes it unneces- 
sary' to change it. When ready, 
the flowers should be crisp and 
dry. 


Also fine for fall and winter 


interior decorating are orna- 
mental gourds. How do you tell 
when a gourd is ready? 


When the stem turns brown 


and begins to dry. Cut it off the 
vine then, leaving four inches of 
stem. 


Wash gourds in soapy, warm 


water, rinse in a diluted dis- 
infectant (5-10 per cent chlorine 
bleach.) To dry, spread them on 
layers of newspapers in a 
warm, sunny place for a week, 
then repeat process keeping 
them in a dry, dark place for 
three to four weeks. 


Gourds may be prepared for 


display by waxing and buffing 
with a soft cloth, then shellack- 
ed or painted

blithe spirit of Craig L. Mor- 
ton? 


Now people think of Crais;, 


one of those tall sprouts 
from the sunshine state of 
California, as man pounded 
down by adversity, bogged 
in a morass of mediocrity, 
ego bruised and personality 
negligent. 


So here he is again, start- 


ing quarterback for the Dal- 
las Cowboys, Super cham- 
pions in quest of another 
title. 


As recently as this past 


March, Craig d e s c e n d e d 
from an aerie in the moun- 
tains of Colorado, where he 
had retreated to reflect upon 
his future (and indulge in 
some surreptitious skiing), 
find put in a call to Dallas, 
collect, to tell Coach Tom 
Landry that, yes, he would 
be content to stay with the 
Cowboys. 
: Last year he relinquished 
the role of starting quarter- 
back to Roger Staubach and 
retreated to stoicism. But a 
quarterback approaching 30 
has to do some self-assess- 
ment when he has lost his 
job and the Cowboys were 
•sympathetic. They indicated 
if Craig felt he'd rather take 
|iis suspect skills to another 
team, they'd oblige him. 


"I thought about it," ad- 


mits Craig, "—maybe for a 
month after the Super Bowl 
(in w h i c h his successor, 
the 
scrambling Staubach, 


steered Dallas to victory). 
But it was never serious. 
You see, I'm convinced it 
takes two good quarterbacks 
to win a Super Bowl. 


"I also felt if I could have 


a strong arm, I could com- 
pete with Roger. You see, 
the layoff last year did me 
good. 


"Also, I've never been with 


any other pro team but the 
.Cowboys. I don't want to go 
'anyplace else." 


It had taken Craig four 


years of apprenticeship to

convince the Cowboys he 
was equipped to play first- 
string quarterback, and then 
he only got the chance by 
default when Dandy Don 
Meredith discovered his long 
suit was mouthing bon mots 
over the air instead of in the 
huddle. For a couple of 
years, Craig was the field 
leader and even got the Cow- 
boys as far as the Super 
Bowl in 1970. 


That was the year he also 


labored 
with a separated 


shoulder and an excruciat- 
ingly painful elbow and had 
to get both surgically re- 
paired. In the Super Bowl 
loss to Baltimore, he was the 
goat of an interception in the 
closing seconds which led to 
the Colts' winning field goal. 


Besides his downs-and-ups 


as a player, Craig's tenure 
in Dallas has been volatile 
for other occurrences. Some 
guys are 
accident 
prone. 


Craig is incident prone. He 
has been apprehended by 
gendarmes at three o'clock 


in the morning for stopping 
on a freeway to perform a 
natural earthy function. He 
was caught skinny-dipping in 
a local pond, also at three 
in the morning. Not alone, 
by the way. 


Somehow, these reports 


don't quite jibe with the 
placid soul of Craig Morton, 
who can be gentle almost to 
a fault in the milieu of his 
profession and who reacts 
with the same listlessness 
whether he has been sacked 
by a tigerish defensive end 
or has thrown a touchdown 
pass to Bob Hayes. He 
breaks a huddle with all the 
verve of a death row prisoner 
taking his last walk. 


But the Cowboys have him 


and he's their man momen- 
tarily to put them on the 
route to Super Bowl VIII— 
ever since Roger Staubach 
took one step too many in an 
exhibition game against the 
Los Angeles Rams and got 
his shoulder busted. Until 


Staubach returns to full duty, 
in maybe another month, the 
reliance is on Craig. 


"It calls for a reshaping," 


admitted Tom Landry. the 
computerized coach of the 
Cowboys, who matches Mor- 
ton in excitability 
level. 


"Our 
championship season 


was built on Roger as a 
scrambling quarterback, no 
doubt about it. Craig's a dif- 
ferent type. It affects the 
nature of our offense." 


Either way, Tom still calls 


the signals on every play, 
via tight end messengers. 
Choosing the plays is a chore 
once delegated to Morton 
but no more. 


"We've gotten good results 


this way for two years," 
says 
Landry. 
"Why 


change?" 


Craig himself shrugs, "We 


use the same plays we've al- 
ways had. I don't think any- 
thing's different." Only his 
job status.

^Cincinnati last weekend, but 
the 3-2 and 2-1 Oakland suc- 
cesses were fashioned without 
any assistance from nature. 


When the Series switched to 


the Oakland Coliseum this 
'week, the strting time for the 
contest in California was 5:30 
: p.m. That's the worst time for 
a hitter because of the fast-fad- 
ing light. 


Cincinnati slugger Johnny 


Bench, who went O-for-4 Wed- 
nesday night and struck out 
three times, had been appre- 
hensive about the conditons. 


•'I hate to hit in the twilight 


in Oakland," he had said. 


But while it hurt the major 


leagues' top home run hitter, it 
also didn't do too much for the 
Oakland team. 


"I don't usually strike out 


that many batters," said Bil- 
Ungham, who fanned seven 
Athletics. "The twilight no 
doubt helped me." 


There was no twilight, how- 


ever, when Billingham tired in 
the ninth. The journeyman 
right-hander, who gave up 
three hits through eight in- 
nings, started the ninth by 
throwing three straight balls to 
Mike Epstein while the crowd 
of 49,401 at 
the Coliseum 


cheered. 


Anderson then decided that 


Billingham

Carroll then came in to pre- 


serve that shaky lead by get- 
ting Epstein on a bouncer, Sal 
Bando on a soft line drive and 
George Hendrick on an easy hit 
to the mound. 


While he was in, Billingham, 


a right-hander with an un- 
spectacular .500 lifetime recr- 
od, was a superman as far as 
Oakland was concerned. He fed 
the A's a steady diet of sinker 
balls aid allowed only three 
flies durinii his tenure.

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A forco named 
Wllllebrown

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif - 


(NBA)— The fervor of Willie 
Lewis Brown Jr. is over- 
powering. 


Sure, you remember Willie 


Brown. The Democrat con- 
vention. The dispute over the 
seating of the California dele- 
gation. Willie Brown, wring- 
ing his hands passionately, 
almost shrieking, beseech- 
ing, "Give me back my dele- 
gation!" 


And getting it when the 


McGovern forces, which he 
represented, won their battle, 


You'll be hearing lots more 


of Wllllebrown (he says it 
like it's one word) now and 
in the future. 


Williebrown is an an im- 


pudent lawyer in a not-so- 
nice part of town, on Octavia 
Street, where rubble— broken 
S'iss, beer cans squashed, 
ipped concrete— spills over 


the curb. He is also an as- 
semblyman in the California 
state legislature, represent- 
ing the 18th district, which 
includes the posh Pacific 
Heights district of San Fran- 
cisco. 


Williebrown is, foremost, a 


politician. 


"I'm interested obviously," 


he says, "in maybe being 
the speaker of the California 
legislature one day soon." 


That's for openers. 
"Secondly," he continues, 


"I'm obviously interested in 
being the mayor of San 
Francisco. The mayor's race 
comes up in 1975, and there 
are many people who have 
said that Williebrown is the 
next natural mayor of San 
Francisco. And Williebrown 
on occasion has voiced the 
same opinion." 


He talks like that in a very 


detached third-person sort of 
way, and I suppose the psy- 
chiatrists can read some 
grandeur implications into 
it. 


"And 
finally," with a 
pause for effect, "I'd like to 
be a United States senator." 


Williebrown is 38 years old. 


He is slight and slim and 
wiry and kinetic. He is also 
black. 


A black, any black, will 


tell you that there is never 


unique other politicians of 
the same stature and ability 
can't offer. I have as much 
name recognition in San 
Francisco as Joe Alioto (his 
honor, the mayon, and prob- 
ably more than any other 
officeholder In this city, not 
only because of all the things 
I do, but because of the 
uniqueness of a black man 
doing it." 


And yet there is the trans- 


cendent feeling that in the 
pecking order of a man's 
self-evaluation, Williebrown 
would tell you that he's a 
politician first and a Mack 
man second. Otherwise, how 
would it be in the cards for 
a city with a black popula- 
tion of IS per cent to even 
contemplate having a Mack 
mayor? 


"Well," he answers, "Wil- 


liebrown has 
transcended 


the ethnic kind of politics in 
terms of ethnic attractive- 
ness. My political conduct 
and ability has indicated 
something far beyond being 
simply a black representa- 
tive. In my own district, 
which is 17 per cent Mack, 
San Francisco has accepted 
me in toto. It's a unique city 
able to accept that kind of 
leadership. This is an island 
of sanity when it comes to 
politics, separate and dis- 
tinct from the rest of the 
world." 


Yet the biggest stimulant 


to the politicalcareer of Wil- 
liebrown was that moment 
in Miami in August when the 
Democratic convention, and 
national television, focused 
on him. 


Four years earlier, as he 


remembers it, he led the 
fight to kick Georgia's Les- 
ter Maddox out of the con- 
vention but Julian Bond got 
most of the press. Then a 
year and a half ago, when 
George McGovern was mak- 
ing a San Francisco speech 
in a church, Williebrown in- 
troduced him. 


"After he finished," re- 


membered McGovern, "I 
was embarrassed to speak." 
So the South Dakota senator 
picked Williebrown to be hit 
anchorman in the convention 
debate on the seating of the 
California delegation. 


"I was a little nervous, 


ness. Is it this way with 
Williebrown? 


"Of course. And there 


never will be. Frankly, I'm 


I knew I had four minutes 
at most to convey to that

glad that I have something 
pie if phony politics was 


used to stop them from their 
legitimate place on the floor. 
I had to psyche myself up." 


And so came forth his im- 
passioned plea which won 
the convention's vote. Now 
Willie walks down the street 
and two out of five people— 
his estimate—recognise mm. 
A lady from Birmingham, 
Ala., sees him in a San Fran- 
cisco hotel lobby and says, 
"The only thing I liked about 
the Democrats was Willie 
Brown, and you're Willie 
Brown, aren't you?" 


Once you've seen him, 


Williebrown is easily distin- 
guished. He has a personal 
flamboyance overtly visible 
in his pastel-shaded, zootily 
tailored clothes. 


"I spend as much time 


shopping for clothes," he 
confesses, "as I do practic- 
ing law. But don't tell my 
partners that." He spends 
maybe 20 hours a year in 
regular legal work. The 
other 90 per cent of the time 
he's a politician. 


"Many people construe the 


word 'politician* as some- 
thing sinister," he says, 
"where there are unquali- 
fleeter dishonest persons 
holding the position. I don't 
happen to believe that." 


Aa the chairman of the 


Ways and Means Committee, 
he holds one of the most 


responsible jobs in the state. 
"Eight billion dollars is the 
budget of California," he ex- 
plains, "and I'm the chief 
manager and author of that 
budget. I don't know any 
other man who takes care of 
$8 billion and gets paid only 
$19,200 a year for it." The 
latter figure is his salary as 
an assemblyman. 


"Politics," he adds, "can 


never be practiced by very 
poor people." 


Williebrown came from 


poor people. He's from the 
little town of Mineola in 
rural east Texas. His mother 
was a domestic. She still is. 
His father is a retired Pull- 
man porter now living in Los 
Angeles. Willie came west to 
San Francisco State after 
high school because he 
wanted a better education. 
He went on for his law de- 
gree at the University of 
California. 


In May 1960 he tried to 


purchase a home in an ex- 
clusive hilly area of San 
Francisco and was rejected 
because he was black. 


"There were five days of 
demonstrations;** he recalls,' 
"and I mad* every hew* 
paper in the country. Every-' 
body began to recognize Wil- 
liebrown as somewhat of a 
force."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Just 


before the 92nd Congress end- 
ed, a retiring member's final 
House act enabled environmen- 
talists to send President Nixon 
a bill that could help Ameri- 
cans enjoy a quieter future. 


After twice refusing to go 


along with hurry-up maneuvers 
in the last hours of the session, 
Rep. Durward G. Hall, R-Mo., 
finally gave up his lone stand 
against a bill making the big- 
gest federal move to muffle 
noise. 


The House, immediately fol- 


lowed by the Senate, shouted 
approval and sent the antinoise 
pollution legislation to the 
White House Wednesday night. 
The administration has en- 
dorsed the effort to curb noise 
nationwide. 


This "insures that unlike air 


and water pollution, the ex- 
cesses of noise pollution do not 
become so prevalent as to liter- 
ally threaten the destruction of 
the environment," said the 
bill's main author, Rep. Paul 
G. Rogers, D-Fla., chairman of 
the House environment subcom- 
mittee. 


Hall's lone objection had 


blocked the House from accpet- 
ing the bill by unanimous con- 
sent. Saying he was against 
noise but also opposed rushing 
such major legislation through 
Congress, Hall had ojbected 
Tuesday night, and again Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 


On the third try, with Con- 


gress just hours from adjourn- 
ment, the money authorised 
over three years was reduced 
from $35 million to $21 million 
in a last bid to convince Hall. 


Hall again complained: "I 


still think the penalties are too 
severe." He paused. The House 
was silent. "But I withdraw my 
reservation." 
The 
House 


promptly passed the bill. The 
Senate quickly agreed. 


The Environmental Protec- 


tion Agency would set stand- 
ards on noise from construction 
and transportation machinery, 
motors and engines, and elec- 
tronic and electric equipment. 
Citizen suits could be brought 
against the government or oth- 
ers who fail to follow mandato- 
ry requirements. In cases in- 
volving planes, EPA would give 
the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration recommendations on 
ways to equip aircraft with an- 
tinoise devices.

rich Boll, a war veteran whose 
writings depicted postwar Ger- 
many's way of life, today be- 
came the flrst German novelist 
to win the Nobel Literature 
Prise since Thomas Mann 41 
years ago.

He added that the Market 


must also promote economic 
and technical relations with 
Eastern Europe and the Soviet 
Union. 


Two staunch allies of the Un- 


ited States, Prime Minister Ed- 
ward Heath of Britain and Wil- 
ly Brandt of West Germany, 
were among Pompidou's listen- 
ers. As they met, the British 
pound dropped a full cent to 
$2.3975, its lowest level in 10 
months, because of persistent 
inflation in Britain and the 
threat of a national power 
strike. 


The weekly session of the 


Vietnam peace talks was post- 
poned until next Thursday as 
Pompidou took over the meet- 
Ing site in the Hotel Majestic 
for the two-day summit. 


Britain, Ireland and Denmark 


will become members of the 
Common Market on Jan. 1.

BELFAST (AP) - Protestant 


guerrillas called off their war 
with the British army Wednes- 
day night after two nights of 
widespwl shooting and rioting 
in which at least four persons 
were killed and 80 wounded. 


Some rioting and gunfire con- 


tinued after the truce, but on a 
decreasing scale, and army 
headquarters reported all quiet 
soon after midnight. 


British army officers and lo- 


cal police met with command- 
ers of the Protestants' Ulster 
Defense Association. After two 
hours of talks, the British an- 
nounced that both sides would 
"do all in their power to take 
the heat out of the situation." 


"Our war with the British 


Army is now over," said Tom 
Herron, a UDA vice chairman. 
"We agreed to try to stop the 
situation deteriorating any fur- 


ther. We agreed to try to cool 
it." 


He added, "We could not ex- 


pect the situation under 100 per 
cent control immediately. But 
we can in a few nights." 


The UDA claims it can put 


50,000 armed men onto the 
streets.

the army after two Protestant 
youths were killed by armored 
cars during riots Monday night.

pearance, McGovern said the 
site of the private pension sys- 
tem, over $190 billion, "is 
equaled only by the outrage 
that it perpetrates on the 
American worker whom It Is 
supposed to serve."

OR.tAWRfNCff.LAMB 
Info is offered 
on nitroglycerin 


By Lawrence Laasb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Uasb — I am 


writing to ask for some clari- 
fication about nitroglycerln 
pills. You said in one of your 
columns that they are quite 
all right for the treatment of 
recurring angina but harmful 
(or persons who had chest 
pains. What is the difference 
between angina which roy 
doctor told me I have, and 
chest pains. How can one tell 
wtwn he is having an attack 
of angina without the pain? 
I was told by my doctor that 
it would not harm me to take 
nitroglycerin in anticipation 
of pain unless I overdo it. 


You also said that the rea- 


son nitroglycerins d i d n ' t 
harm some people is be- 
cause they weren t fresh by 
the time they are taken. 
How long will they keep .and 
what is the b e s t container 
to keep them in? I carry 
mine in a plastic box in my 
pocket, which I refill from 
time to time from pills con- 
tained in a small glass bottle 
of 100 pills as they come from 
the drug store. I have this 
refilled every three or four 
months. 


Dear Reader — Because 


the use of nitroglycerin tab- 
lets is widespread, it i» im- 
portant that people really 
understand their use, bene- 
fits and dangers. Angina pec- 
toris is the constricting or 
squeezing discomfort or pain 
in the chest associated with 
heart disease. Angina lasts 
less than 10 minutes. Longer 
episodes may be a heart at- 
tack. 


Individuals who have "es- 


tablished angina" with reg- 
ular recurring chest discom- 
fort of short duration and 
who receive relief from this 
discomfort by nitroglycerin 
are taking the right medi- 
cine. The individual who has 


not had any angina or chest 
pain for a period of several 
months and has not been 
taking nitroglycerin tablets, 
because he didn't need them, 
and then suddenly develops 
chest pains should call his 
doctor tint. 


The onset of chest discom- 


fort that resembles angina 
in a person who hunt had 
angina for a month or year*, 
often means a heart attack 
and the treatment is differ- 
ent. These individuals are 
well advised not to take any- 
thing except under their doc- 
tor's recommendation, and 
he will usually want to see 
them 
right 
away. Nitro- 
glycerin tablets taken at the 
onset of a heart attack (I'm 
not talking about angina) 
can sometimes lower the 
blood pressure and cause 
shock, thereby complicating 
the heart attack and may be 
very dangerous. 


Nitroglycerin tablets will 


not stay fresh unless tUy 
are kept in a special con- 
tainer. The small glass bot- 
tles with the 100 pills that 
you get from the drug store 
is carefully sealed to keep 
the pills fresh. la this state 
they will stay fresh for 
months or years. Once the 
seal is broken and the tab- 
lets are exposed to the air 
and normal 
environment, 


they will gradually deterior- 
ate. The rate of deterioration 
varies but you should not 
keep pills longer than six 
months after the seal on the 
initial bottle is broken or in 
» plastic box or other ordin- 
ary container. Even this may 
be stretching it a little for 
some preparations. Most of 
them, if kept in their original 
bottle even though the seal 
is broken, should be good for 
a period of three to six 
months, however.
